2, Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have amended claim 15 to be clearly demarcated from the art of 
record. The Jursic et al. reference clearly taught that the adducts of chiral resolving 
agents with 2-phenyl-2-(2-piperidyl)acetamide are resolvable in its high soluble forms in 
the solvent chloroform (see p.1712-1713). The limitation that resolving 2-phenyl-2-(2- 
piperidyl)acetamide to an acid addition salt by precipitating from its reaction media was 
neither disclosed nor suggested by Jursic et al. Claims 2-15 as now amended are 
allowed.
